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only thing he can do, trumpets his dis¬ 
gust, and occasionally eases his feelings 
by taking a whack at something within 
reach. How long do you suppose it 
would take for a human being to show 
temper and rip up things, if someone 
was putting a steel point back of the 
ear or in a soft joint many times a day? 
The elephant is a model of patience. He 
Is docile, obedient and long-suffering. 
He is almost a special Providence to a 
circus menagerie. If a heavy baggage 
wagon or animal den is stalled by a steep 


plains of rehearsals, position in parade 
or program, salary or accommodations. 
In truth, “my lord,” is a mighty con¬ 
venient fellow to have around. 

Elephants are as kind-hearted and ten¬ 
der as women, and respond to little at¬ 
tentions the same way, and further, like 
the gentler sex, when they get soured, 
it takes a long time to sweeten them, 
if it can be done at all. There is a 
strong family feeling among them, and 
when one of them is sick, it would do 
your heart good to see the others give 
it attention. They roll straw for its 
bed, toss dirt and whisps of hay over 
its back (a practice elephants enjoy), 
and share their bran and sugar-beet with 
their ailing companion. When one of 
them dies, even in a remote quarter, 
they seem to know it intuitively, and 
their sorrow is as plain to the eye as a 
human being. At such times their trunks 
hang limp; their eyes overflow with wa¬ 
ter, and their bodies lose that swing¬ 
ing motion which they seem to be for- 

A mother eiephant is as soft as but¬ 


a softer brand, and when the little one 
got out of her sight, she raised an awful 
racket. Baby Boo is now a full-fledged 
performer; dancing in the front row, and 
understudy for the center ring soloist. 

The fondness of the elephant for chil¬ 
dren is a marked trait. Whoever has 
heard of an elephant hurting a child? 
At the Baraboo winter quarters of the 
World’s Greatest Circus, boys and girls 
mingle freely with the elephants, and 
the latter cheerfully make room and 
never step on the feet of the little ones. 
This is more than can be said of horses.

m OT many full moons ago the 
Alpha-Omega of a speckled 
mountain circus was talking of 
elephants.

When his spool of talk 
was used up, I picked up enough of the 
thread to get this drift of meaning. 

“I know the elephant like a book. No 
one can tell me. He is born with a bad 
streak, and some day there is sure to 
be things doing that will keep his owner 
busy clearing up for months afterwards. 
You remember what Big Charlie did to 
his keeper at Peru. Ind.. about two 
years ago. They were pals for years, 
and both would drop into a blue funk if 
separated. Why, one day the keeper, 
while in a despondent mood, threw him¬ 
self in front of his charge, and asked 
the elephant to kneel on him and' end 
it all. ‘Come on, Charlie,’ he said ‘I’m 
tired of it all. Life is not worth living. 
Kneel down on me and put an end to it.’ 
But Charlie tenderly coiled his trunk 
around the keeper, and raised him up on 
his feet. Then the big beast trumpeted 
his joy, and the keeper recovered his 
normal poise. Sounds pretty fine, doesn’t 
it? Well, here’s the point I make: Old 
Charlie got into a tantrum one day, and 
stamped the life out of his human friend, 
the one he had kept from carrying out 
his own preferred method of dying not 
long before. The old rogue blew up with 
rage, when his treacherous streak began 
. to Stine, and a best friend looked like 
anybody else, a fitting subject for mur¬ 
derous attack. ‘Oft the track’ for me, 
whenever an elephant is around and 
grumpy. Like a person with an heredi¬ 
tary trait, everything moves smoothly 
until a condition of circumstance warms 
into evil life the lurking germ, and then 
’the devil has a holiday.’ ” 

Bad Elephant a Freak. 

I didn't differ with the sledge orator 
then, because I knew his type, and knew 
that the only way conviction would ever 
reach him would be by the route of 
the law. Unfortunately, this one-sided 
and unwarranted judgment of the best- 
natured beast in all wild animal creation 
is too generally accepted. As a matter 
of fact, this grand old man of the me¬ 
nagerie is the most dependable and most 
useful wild creature that ever left the 
jungle. A bad elephant is a freak. The 
big beast is as domestic as a horse, 
although a little too cumbersome for the 
same uses. When an elephant gets a 
little bit out of sorts, there is always 
some feather-headed attendant, it ap¬ 
pears, to fly off and say he is a rogue. 
Ninety-nine times out of a hundred the 
poor elephant has been badly treated, 
and as he cannot talk, he does about the 


grade, or bog. he is the saving grace 
to the situation. Then his trunk and 
tusks at once become a lever, screw- 
jack, hog-hooks and crane. With a pad 
for his forehead, he puts his head at 
the rear of the embarrassed wagon, and, 
presto! it moves. The snug adjustment 
of the heavy cages in a big menagerie, 
like that of Ringling Brothers, World’s 
Greatest Shows, could not be made with¬ 
in the usual limited time, but for the 
obedient and intelligent service of the 
elephant. 

Accepts All Conditions. 

In the performing numbers of the cir¬ 
cus, he rises to the dignity of a feature. 
In this purely human side of a show, he 
indicates memory, humor and a sense of 
relation that cannot be a long way from 
reason. He is not guided by word or 
whip, nor goaded to work fast, and
